At the May 23, 2007 meeting, Dr. Michael F. Wehner spoke on ‘Collecting Conder Tokens’, with “a 
PowerPoint presentation about the token coinage used in Great Britain during the years 1789 to 1795, 
which are called ‘Conder Tokens’ here in the United States after an early cataloger, these tokens were 
made in response to a shortage of low denomination, minor coinage.” At the July 25, 2007 meeting, Elliot 
Wehner presented an excellent review of English coinage during its Civil War and Commonwealth 
periods, titled ‘Coinage of the English Revolution’. What is not well-known to American numismatists, 
the English had a civil war and revolt, over a century before the American Revolution. Elliot talked about 
the coinage issued during these turbulent years, during and after the reign of Charles I, who would be 
beheaded by the victorious Parliament forces in 1649: “in 1660, eleven years after the death of Charles I, 
Charles II, son of the executed King, was ‘restored’ to the throne by Parliament, a period of British 
history called ‘The Restoration’, and Kings and Queens have ruled without interruption to this present 
day.” It should be noted that with this August 2007, Elliot “is off to college, Johns Hopkins University, in 
Baltimore, Maryland, and PCNS does wish him well.” Rumor: His first college away experience was 
‘running-out of clean socks’!

DENIS N. HOOKER 
1920-2007 


It has fallen onto my shoulder to write this eulogy for the late Denis N. Hooker, who 
passed away last July 15, 2007, in San Jose, California. 


Immediately, the response is ‘Denis Who’? This is natural, because Denis belongs to a 
different time and, in fact, and a different generation of most current NCNA members. 
Furthermore, except a very few, including the current Executive Officers, there might not be 
many, if any it would seem, who could answer ‘Denis Who?’ 


But, in a time and age remote from our presence here, Denis was our Association. He 
founded and charted our Association in his birth months of June and August 1961, presided and 
directed at its initial gatherings, in San Jose, California, which beget our Association. He would 
be our First President, 1961-1963 and later return during the great celebrations of our Silver 
Jubilee as President in 1986-1987, and from 1969 through 1990, he was the towering Bourse 
Coordinator, during those legendary ‘Jack Tar’ and later renamed ‘Cathedral Hill Hotel’ shows, 
the shows that were once a mainstay and mandatory stop on the national coin show circuit. 


Under Denis’ leadership within one year of our Association’s founding, it was hosting the 
first of many of those legendary shows at the aforementioned ‘Jack Tar’ and renamed ‘Cathedral 
Hill Hotel’. In fact, the shows immediately became the gigantic events and even had national 
auctions and major attractions. 


Denis always argued----and Your Editor is witness to this----that our Association and its 
shows need to attract “the seldom seen coin dealer from elsewhere around the United States and 
even foreign countries”, and any reading of the bourse during those golden years of the 1960s 
through the late 1980s would confirm that fact. 


Denis always also argued that NCNA must be a leader in the hobby, even if his primary 
interest was the show’s bourse. One fact for this judgment is what you are reading now; he was 
an early and consistent advocate for NCNA HEADS AND TALES, and in 1986 when our 
Association programmed the grand and glorious Silver Jubilee and the still-remembered open 
forum of ‘Numismatics Into The 21°t Century’, he was its staunchest supporter. 


Speaking of that legendary gathering in September 1986, Denis demanded the 
Association’s Board of Directors match the show’s involvement with real funding for its 
publicity. I, as the Publicity Coordinator, was given an unheard and still yet to be repeated and 
may never be exceed publicity budget of $10,000.00! Yes, $10,000.00! There was no 
opposition, for Denis wanted what was needed to make that and any NCNA show a success. 
When I proposed the expansive activities for that grand and glorious gathering twenty-one years 
ago, all he endorsed and promoted. We spent. Any reading of NCNA HEADS AND TALES in 
1986 or Edward Sin’s monumental history issued that year would confirm. 


You see, for Denis, NCNA was only to do and to have the best. 
Later, he would, without any anger or argument, quietly withdraw from our Association, 


which for three decades had been his life. My last meeting and mingling with him was in 2001, 
when he attended the Association’s Nor-Cal Show in Concord, California on the occasion of our 


Fortieth (40"") Anniversary. Our celebrations then were much smaller and simple. Times had 
changed, and maybe the spark that Denis could ignite had died. 


As can be read, Denis remained in the years 1978 through 1990 or thereabouts an eager 
enthusiast of most any idea that I could suggest. The only criteria was would it make our 
Association better. 


A professional pawnbroker, Ace Loan, for decades and a native of Iowa as well as a 
youthful actor and dancer plus Coast Guard veteran, Denis was often in those golden decades 
closely allied with his equally well-known, and golf passionate, wife, the late Lillian Hooker, 
famous for her hats. They had one daughter, Nancy, who once said her father had but one rule: 
“make a clear statement of the rules, and back it up with action.” 


On a personal note, my remembrances of Denis was that he dressed causally but always 
professionally, was always pleasant, got to the point in discussions, and encouraged others, as 
myself, ‘to step to the plate’. Serving an elected office was not really what he wanted; serving our 
Association was what he wanted. 


There are those personal recollections that can also say something about Denis. I 
remember one NCNA Board of Director’s meeting; he was folding a Greyhound Bus ticket into 
his pocket. I asked why, and he said simply that Lillian and his daughter, after the meeting were 
going to a play, which did not interest him. So, they would drop him off at the long-gone 7* 
Street San Francisco, California Greyhound station, and he would ride the bus back to San Jose. 


Surprisingly, and maybe in testimony to his modesty, Denis never received many 
accolades in his life. His profession honored him as the ‘Pawnbroker of the Year’ back in 1993, 
and the San Jose Coin Club, of which he did serve a single term as President, 1961-1962, 
inducted him into its esteemed ‘Hall of Fame’ in 1986, something that he more than once spoke 
of fondly and respectfully. Our Association, at last, honored him with its coveted ‘Miller Medal’ 
just a few months before his passing. 


In closing, this eulogy should not be a summary of his life or reminisces of old memories; 
there should be a legacy for us and to those who ask ‘Denis Who?’ 


The first legacy is this NCNA----our Northern California Numismatic Association---- 
and its once commanding presence on the national numismatic scene. 


But, there is another legacy, one that can be a lesson. 


It is this Scripture passage from Proverbs, which could serve as his final testimony: 
“Good Men Must Die, But Death Cannot Kill Their Names”. 


As long as there is a Northern California Numismatic Association, Denis N. Hooker’s 
name and NCNA shall always remain synonymous.
